Politicians from the 
most conservative elements in 
Canada have begun suggesting 
that the government should allow 
its use for medicinal purposes. 
Even stodgy Health Canada has 
acknowledged the need for empir- 
ical evidence to back up claims 
that pot can help control symp- 
toms of several conditions, includ- 
ing glaucoma and epilepsy, and 
can mitigate the harsh side effects 
of AIDS and Hep C treatments. 

Last December it granted a five- 
year, $5.7-million contract to a 
Saskatchewan company to grow 
marijuana for study.

The Catholic board likes it, 
because it’s money they likely 
wouldn’t otherwise get. Now it’s 
up to city council to rezone the 
land in order to allow it. 

Some city councillors are uneag 
about putting an ambitious com- 
mercial project in the same build- 
ing as a public school. They’ re 
uncomfortable with the increas- 
ingly cozy relationship between 
business and publicly funded 
education. 

But others, notably Leroy 
Chahley, say it’s none of city hall’ 
business what goes on in public 
education. Wrong, Leroy. That's 
like saying it’s none of city hall’s 
business if an oil company wants 
to build a refinery in a residential 
neighbourhood. After all, health 
isn’t a municipal responsibility, i 
it?Comments like Chahley’s 
demonstrate nothing more than 
an unwillingness to take respons 
bility for decision-making. 
Regardless of how one feels abo 
the issue, saying it’s not city hall 
responsibility, when clearly it is,

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Redman ripens 


The best young saxophonist of his generation 
celebrates a decade on the bandstand 


by Scott LINGLEY 


This year marks saxophonist 
Joshua Redman’s 10th year as a 
professional musician, not a 
remarkable thing in itself, with so 
many jazz artists clocking five or 
six decades of music-making. In 
fact, Redman seems to be looking 
forward to celebrating many more 
decades in the business, as experi- 
ence has shown him that the best 
Is yet to come. 

“One of the wonderful things 
about the nature of this music is 
musicians definitely become bet- 
ter with time and, unlike people 
playing a lot of popular music, I 
think jazz musicians, their music 
becomes deeper, more powerful 
and more relevant as they get 
older,” Redman said from a tour- 
stop in Minneapolis. 

But 10 years ago, Redman 
wasn’t even sure music was the 
career path he was headed down 
as he stood on the brink of an edu- 
cation in law at an Ivy League col- 
lege. A little time in the Big Apple 
helped seal the deal 

“Up until after 1 moved to New 
York, I had no intention of becom- 
ing a professional musician,” 
Redman said. “Music was some- 
thing I loved and I always knew it

would be an important part of my 
life, but I never knew it would 
become one of the primary focus- 
es of my life.” 

If you had had some of the play- 
ing experiences Redman had his 
first year in New York, you'd 
probably be a sax player now, too. 

“I didn’t realize how much I 
loved jazz until I had an opportu- 
nity to play with some of the 
greatest jazz musicians. During 
the first year I was in New York I 
had the opportunity to play with 
Elvin Jones, Charlie Haden, Paul 
Motian, Jack DeJohnette, Billy 
Higgins, Roy Haynes and Pat 
Metheny. These are people who I 
looked up to my entire life and 
whose music had affected me pro- 
foundly and I had the opportunity 
to make music with them and 
they gave me a lot of support and 
encouragement and made me feel
